Fire Department, Police, Scouts 
Called Out to Search for 
Youngster 
Peter Casperian, four-year-old son of Mr.

Out of the total of 36,000 persons 
killed last year in autornobile acci- 
dents in this country, nearly 1,500 
of the victims were under five years 
of age and around 3,800 others who 
met death were between the ages of 
five and fourteen, according to fig- 
ures on the results of automobile ac- 
cidents compiled by the Travelers 
Insurance Company. 

Nearly 80 per cent of all the chil- 
dren killed under the age of five 
were on the streets as pedestrians, 
the total of such casualties amount- 
ed to almost 1,200. Slightly more 
than 75 per cent of the children be- 
tween the ages of five and fourteen 
who were killed, or almost 2,900, 
were also on the streets as pedes- 
trians, 

Although many children are killed 
because of playing in streets, the rec- 
ords for last year show that out of 
a total of approximately 5,300 child 
deaths there were only 1,800 that 
resulted from playing in the streets. 


the age of five were injured non- 
fatally in automobile accidents last 
year, and 143,000 between the ages 
of five and fourteen were also hurt. | 
Around 25,000, or 64 per cent of the 
child victims under the age of five, 
were injured while on the streets as 
pedestrians, and 93,000, or 65 per 
cent of the children between the 
ages of five and fourteen also in- 
jured, may be classed as pedestrians. 

Altogether the automobile cas- 
ualty record last year in this coun- 
try included the deaths of 5,290 chil- 
dren under the age of fifteen and the 
injuring of 182,210. While children 
should be taught to take care of 
themselves, the large number of 
child victims of automobile acci- 
dents does not speak any too well 
of the manner in which many per- 
sons drive their cars. “Drive Care 
fully, We Love Our Children” is a 
safety message which ought to be 
always uppermost in the minds of 
all motorists.

Effect of Lightning Is 


Interesting to Chemists 

Some of the effects of lightning are: 
A chemical action—where after a 
storm there Is a peculiar odor in the 
air. Those familiar with chemistry 
will understand that the oxide of oxy- 
gen or ozone can be produced by an 
electric spark, In the laboratory or by 
a carbon are sun-lamp in a room. 
Lightning has been shown to affect the 
fertility of the soll and the growth of 
crops, notes a writer in the Montreal 
Herald. 

Secondly: The explosive effects we 
are all familiar with, caused by the tre- 
mendous and rapid heating of the 
lightning current, explosively. This 
heats the column of air through which 
it passes, at times smashing chimneys, 
tearing off roofs and shingles, shatter- 
ing trees, ete. The trees are stripped 
of thelr bark or completely slivered 
cuused by a sudden chemical action in 
their sap. 

Thirdly: Holes have been melted 
through church bells; all these effects 
depend upon the terrific and sudden 
heating and expansion of air in their 
path. 


Men Without Ears 

Men without ears are not uncommon 
among the natives of Guatemala en- 
gaged in gathering chicle, the basic In- 
gredient of chewing gum. The loss of 
ears is the result of a disease which ts 
being studied under the auspices of 
the Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton—the great pecullarity of which is 
that it seems entirely confined to men 
actually engaged in chicle gathering. 
It never appears in towns or among 
the women and children who accom- 
pany the men to the forest camps, It 
occurs only during the rainy season, 
according to a Carnegie institution in- 


vestigator, who, unable to find the 
source of the disease, belleves that 
some jungle animal must act as a 


reservolr for the disease and that It 
is transmitted to men by Insects.

Soap-Making Art Known 


to Women in Years Past 

A couple of generations ago every 
housewife had a first-hand knowledge 
of soap-making. ‘This art in its early 
form consisted of boiling animal or 
veoetable fats with an alkaline solu- 
tlon obtained by leaching wood ashes, 


|} and then, as soon as the fat had gone 


into solution, stirring In salt until a 
curdy muss of soup was formed, 

The chemical changes involved in 
this process, first explained by the 
French chemist Chevreul in 1816, are 
relatively simple, says a writer In the 
Chicago Tribune. Fats are chemical 
compounds of giyeerin and = certain 
waxy or olly substances known as fat- 
ty acids (which are called acids not 
because they are sour or corrosive but 
because they are readily dissolved by 
alkalis). When fats are bolled with 
solutions of strong alkalis such as 80- 
dium hydroxide (lye or caustie soda) 
or potassium hydroxide (caustie pot- 
ash), they break down Into glycerin 
und fatty acids. ‘The latter then com- 
with the alkall present to form 
the soda or potash soaps. The sub- 
sequent addition of salt to the mixture 
causes the soluble soap to be precipl- 
tated as a solid, Sult itself readily 
dissolves In water and may be sald to 
crowd the soap out of solution, 

Most of the soap In use Is made by 
fundamentally the same process, ‘The 
only changes are those of detall, re- 
sulting from the evolution of a house- 
hold art Into a large-scale industrial 
process, The fats used are no longer 
kitchen grease, but cheap tropical vege- 
Wood 
ashes have been replaced as alkall by 
commercial caustic soda, which is used 
in ecarload lots, Then, too, glycerin Is 
a valuable byproduct soap-making 
and ts carefully from the 
used lye.

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Flying Fish Can Claim 
No Title to Real Flight 


Fish can fly out of fresh water just 
as readily as from salt water, but do 
not travel near so far. While all of 
them are considered to be flyers be- 
cause of their remarkable power of 
sustaining themselves in the air, the 
passage of the marine species through 
the atmosphere can lay no just clatin 
to the title of flight, for they do not 
have any specialized muscles for flap- 
ping or buzzing their large winglike 
pectoral fins which hold them up and 
do 


not, upon leaving the water, pos- 
sess the power of changing their 
course. 


What they actually do, says a writer 
in the Philadelphia Inquirer, is take 
long leaps or glides, holding their ex- 
panded pectorals rigid, whieh, on this 
occasion, serve at least as a parachute 
and derive thelr propelling power from 
strong strokes of the caudal (tail) fin 
as they leave the water, 

Practically nothing is on record 
about the flying ability of the Panto- 
don, or butterfly fish, which Is a na 
tive of west Africa, but it is known 
that the flying Claracins, in spite of 
their small size (the smallest being 
ubout 1% Inches long), take skips, or 
flights, of 10 feet or inore and rise 
several ‘inches above the surface of 
the water, 


Rare Russian Instrument 
Gives Orchestra Effect 


A rare strimyed musical instrument, 
centuries old, recalls the wild roman- 
tle age of Russia 850 years ago, with 
its lively music of carefree gypsies and 
flery Cossacks. This instrument, which 
is called a tar, resembles a 
ukulele. 

The tar for hundreds of years has 
been the favorite musical instrument 
of the Inhabitants of old Russia and 
Georgla and the wild-riding Cossacks 
of the steppes. It has 18 strings and 
is played in the manner of a banjo. 
When played very fast it gives the 
sound effects of an orchestra consist- 
ing of 80 and more stringed Instru- 
ments, siys a writer in the Cleveland

Stringed musical instruments, which 
are now divided into five different 
classes, according to the manner in 
which the strings are set in vibration, 
are all developments of the Aeollan 
harp.
